$3.9-Billion Loan for Britain 
Approved by the IMF Board 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 3 (Reu-~ 
ters).—The executive board of the 
International Monetary Fund to-~ 
day approved a two-year loan 
af 838 billion to BEritain—the 
largest single loan ever granted 
by the fund. 

The IMP ancounced that ths 
agreement reguires Britain to 
comply with ἃ program of public 


' spending cuts to strengthen its 


economy and said the fund would 
review the progress made by the 
British economy by Jan. 16, 1978, 

The announcement of the de-~ 
cision was regarded as a formal- 
ity since the basic terms of the 
lozn had slready been approved. 

The approval will give Britain 
a two-rear line of credit to boost 
its sagging economy and help 
finance its trade deficit with the 
rest of the world, 

Under the tc of the loan, 
Britain will be authorized to 
draw an equivaient of one billion 
special drawing rights (SDR) im- 
mediately, the fund said after 


’ the meeting. Each SDR is worth 


$1.15, 

Britain will draw $1.15 billion 
of the IMP loan immediately, 
auotber billion later in the year 
and the rest during 1978. Ac~ 
cording to informed sources, the 
IMF is setting financial targets 
for the British economy over the 
next few years. 

The loan was badly needed to 
bolster the flagging pound sterl~ 
ing and help cover Britain’s bud- 
get deficit, 

But the Labor government bas 
embarked on ἃ medium term 
program of mnetional recovery 
wkich it hopes will set Britain 
on the road to growth and 
prosperity over the next two or 
three years.

As 3 condition for receiving 
the loan—the largest ever made 
fo a single country—Britain 
agreed to reduce public expendi- 
tures by £2.5 billion ($4.5 billion) 
during the nest two years and to 
limit the growth of domestic 
credit. 

Although the financial markets 
initially appeared to regard the 
conditions as too lenient, senior 
officials of most industrialized 
nations quickly supported the 
British measures when they were 
announced on Dec. 15.

“The program is intended + 
strengthen the balance of pay- 
ments and create conditions in 
which it will be posstble to reduce 
both unemployment and domestic 
inflation,” the IMF said.

Women’s Group Is Protesting 
U.S. Record-Album Depictions

NEW YORK, Jan.3 (NYT).— 
The projector flashed slides of 
record-album covers on the amall 
Screen and the reaction of the 
audience was shock and outrace 
at a meeting held the other 
evening by an organization called 
Women Against Violence Against 
Women. 

Among the more explicit. covers 
were the following: 

@ “Thriller’-—A woman lying on 
the ground after an assault. her 
clothing askew, the contents of 
her purse strewn about, 

e@ “Wild Angel"—A woman 
pea with a heavy chain. 

@ “Do You Want a Thing?"— 
A proup of men dragging two 
women across the floor, 

® “Honey"—A nude womon 
‘covered with honey and a group 
of men laughing in the ‘back- 
ground. 

The meeting. held in the apart 
ment of Susan Brownmiller, au- 
thor of “Against Our Will: Men, 
‘Women and Rape,” was a call for 
action against the portrayal of 
women in violent and sexual situ- 
ations to sell records, 

The group intends to broaden 
its focus to other branches of the 
media but for the time being is 
concentrating on records. “It's 
manageable, not like motion pic- 
tures, magazines or books,” said 
Julia London, who came here 
from ‘Los Angeles to raise funds 
and organize action. 

Behavior Myth 

“The record album covers per- 
petuate the myths that women 
like to be victims, that they're 
sary anes and appropriate targets, that 

victims they're sexually excit- 
ing and entertaining, 9s well as 
the myth that this is eppropriate 
anq natural behavior for men,” 
‘Miss London said, “We think it’s 
harmful in that it contributes to 
the overall environment that 
romanticizes, trivializes and even 
encourages violence against 
women.” 

‘Women Against Violence Against 
‘Women, now mainly a California 
movement, was started in March 
to protest the screening of a film 
called “Snuff.” ‘The movie, made 
in an unidentified Latin Ameri- 
can country. purported to show 
the actual dismemberment of an 
actress, It was later determined

SAN JUAN, Jan. 3 (WF),—As. 
Garlos Roniero Barcelo was sworn 
in yesterday as. governor of 
Puerto Rico, he ignored the one 
issué thal was on everyone's 
wind: Is the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico finally headed for 
U.S. statehood? 

The situation is unclear, at 
best, On Friday, President Ford 
caught Puerto Rico by surprise 
when he announced that, as one 
of his lest official acts, be will 
recomunend that Oongress ap- 
prove legisintion to make Puerto 
Rico the 51st state. 


But here yesterday, in remarks 
read for him by Housing and 
Urban Development Secretary 
Carla Hills, Mr. Ford did not 
mention statehood. His remarks 
simply wished Mr. Romero and 
Puecto Rico well. 

President-elect Jimmy Carter 
sent & message supporting Puerto 
Rico’s “right to political self- 
whatever your 
ehoice may be.” Mr. Carter has 
said that Puerto Rico, not Wash- 
ington, should take the initiative 
in deciding the Commonwealth's 
future relationship witb the 
United States. 

This position is identical to 
Mr. Romero's, who is committed 
personally and politically to mak- 
ing Puerto Rico a state—at some 
time m the future, but not neces- 
sarily immediately. His position 
has been that a Puerto Rican 
plebiscite should come before 
congressional action. 

“Tho Indefinite Fuiure 

The problem for Puerto Ricans 
is that, with Mr. Pord’s call for 
statehood now, the indefinite 
future seems suddenly to become 
not 50 distant, People here from 
all walks of life have begun a 
period of quiet soul-searching. 

Mr. Romero took his oath of 
office during a simple. two-hour 
ceremony in front of the Capitol 
bullding in Old San Juan. With 
thousands of his pro-statehood 
supporters in front of him and 
an impressive array of dignitaries 
at his side. the new governor 
read an address that promised 
an immediate attack on “social 
and economic injustice.” 

“Poverty is demoralizing not 
only to the poor themselves, but 
also to the fabric of the society 
that tolerates its exisitence,” Mr. 
Romero said.

Senate Unit Says 
Pesticide Safety 
Is Unchecked 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (WP). 
~A Senate Judiciary subcom- 
mittee yesterday accused the En~ 
vironmental Protection Agency of 
failing to assure the safety of 
pesticides and of making a “con- 
scious policy decision” not to 
evaluate the safety-testing data 
submitted by pesticide manufac- 
turers. 

“In an almost classic example 
of poor governmental regulation, 
the EPA's pesticide program has 
struck an mMeorrect and danger-~ 
ous balance between the some- 
times conflicting demands of 
limited resources, bureaucratic 
efficiency and public health,” the 
subcommittee’s report said. 

The criticism centered on what 
the subcommittee said was the 
EPA's failure to carry out the 
mandate of the 1972 Federal En- 
vironmental Pesticide Control 
Act, That law required the 
agency to review all pesticide 
products previously registered 
with the federal and state govern- 
ments during the last 30 years, 
and to determine whether they 
should be allowed to remain on 
the market under new, stricter 
regulations.

Even pro-statehood party mem- 
bers interviewed over the weekend 
often expressed the view that the 
Ford statement was ill-cansidered 
and that Puerto Rico needs time 
before it is ready to assume its 
Place as a state.

Conventional wisdom has it that the office 
of the vice-president is not worth a bucket 
of warm something or other—there 1s some 
question about the word that former Vice- 
President John Nance Garner actually used. 
But what he meant fs clear enough. He 
meant that, apart. from breaking the odd tle 
vote in the Senate, the nation’s second 
highest elective office, as such, does not 

* confer much in the way of responsibility or 


authority upon the incumbent, and that,’ 


accordingly. vice-presidents over the years, 
having nothing much m particular to do. 
have not done much of anything The prob- 
Tem has been compounded over the years 
by the fact that running mates have not 
usually been chosen for reasons that had 
much to do with their utility once in office. 
They have been picked for political balance 
but not necessarily for personal or intellec- 
tual compatibility with the president, or for 
unusual skills or special areas of expertise. 
Up to a point, that can be sald of President- 
elect Carter's choice of Sen. Waiter Mondale, 
whose Northern liberalism plamly brought a 
measure of political balance to the ticket. 

But only up to a point, judging from what 
both men have been saying consistently 
about their working relationship, and also 
from what one hears of the role Sen. Mon- 
dale has actually been playing—in the tran- 
sition phase 8.5 in the campaign itself. What 
the two men have been demonstrating, by 
‘what they have said and done so far, is that 
they like, trust and respect each other; that 
they are comfortable working together; that 
there may weil be, in short, a genuine basis 
for believing that Mr. Mondale’s vice-pres- 
idency will defy the conventional wisdom— 
that he will, in fact, be functioning as an 
“equal partner” (Mr, Carter's words) or 
“almost as a coequal” to the president (as 
press secretary-designate Jody Powell put 
Δ). 

Now, reporters, political commentators and 
historians are not very good at believing 
things like that, in large part because too 
many presidents in the past have said pre- 
elsely the same thing without meaning a 
word of it. So there has been a lot of 
snickering in print about the great things 
Mr. Carter ‘has said he has in store for Mr, 
Mondale, end also a certain amount of self- 
inflicted confusion in thé reporting of what 
the president-elect had in mind lest week 
when he tzied to spell out just how his col- 
laboration with his vice-president . would 
work in practice. “He’s my ebtef staff per- 
son,” Mr. Carter told his prospective Cabinet 
down at St. Simons Island, ‘and this was 
quickly mistranstated into “chief of staff,” 
which understandably shook up Mr. Carter's 
old Georgia hands, They had not exactly 
envisioned a White House in which it was 
going to be necessary for them to go through 
the vice-president to reach the president, 
and for good reason; tt: is 8 terrible idea. 
It 15 also an idea, it seems pretty safe to say, 
that neither Mr, Carter nor Sen. Mondale 
ever had in mind. 

And this, it seems to us, gets to the heart 
wf the question of how a vice-president can 


be useful in a way that would ἐστὶν mark 


a historic departure from past practice. It. 
won't happen if the arrangements are too: 


rigid, or if the question is dealt with in 
tables-of-organization terms, for there 18 no 
organizational basis, and still less a consti- 
tutional basis, for making the vice-president 
8 fixed and forms} part of the executive 
structure. τὸ there is no provision for doing 
so, however, there is also no prohibition 
against it, And there is @ lot of precedent 
for presidents assigning importance and 
authority to figures in and out of govern- 
ment: whose counsel and assistance they 
value. In moments of high crisis, Lyndon 


Johnson turned to Dean Acheson and others ' 


for advice and even gave them an informal 
role in decision-making because he trusted’ 
their Judgment. John F. Kennedy assigned 
special missions to a number of retired for- 
mer statesmen. Similarly, Jimmy Carter's 
old friend and counselor, Charles Kirhbo, 
could remain in his Atlanta law, firm, as it 
has been indicated he may well do, and quite 
probably continue to exercise more influence 
on Mr. Carter on certain policy questions, 
than, let os say, 2 particular member of the 
Carter Cabinet. 

In the case of a vice-president occupying 
an adjacent office, Mr. Carter can go a lot 
farther than that, He can confer with him 
on a daily basis on any matter. He can 
invest him with ‘fall authority to act in the 
president’s name, He can assign: specific 
missions, He can delegate just about any- 
thing to Mr. Mondale except ultimate pres- 
identia! responsibility... But he. can do none 


of these things effectively unless he 18 as 


prepared as he professes to be to surrender 
some part of his power and his authority; to 
trust another man to speak for him; to back 
him up in adversity, and to accept the pos- 
sfbility that he may have to share with him 
the credit for successes as well, It will not 
be enough for him to tell Mr. Mondale to 
speak or act for him. He will have to make

The Soviet Union’s first successful test of 
+ submarine-launched ballistic missile (SL-~ 
3M) armed with MIRV multiple nuclear 
varheads is good news paradoxically for 
he United States and the world.

Their concealment and mobility, 
furthermore, make them into ideal second- 
strike weapons, useful only for deterrents; 
secure from pre-emptive attack, they can 
be withheld for retaliatory use at the de- 
fender’s choice. : 

As long as the Soviet Union lacked a sttb- 
marine-launched MIRV missile, there was 
little. possibility of lowering the ceilings 
tentatively set in the Ford-Brezhnev Vila- 
divostok agreement to 2 level that would 
head off a Soviet first-strike - capability. 
Those ceilings permit each side 2,400 strate- 
gic bombers and missiles, of which 1,320 
can carry MUIRV muitiple warheads. 

But now, ἃ significant reduction in those 
ceilings and Soviet agreement to deploy 
about half of ifs MIRV missiles at sea, as 
the United States does, could eliminate the 
possibility that either side could construct 
a high-confidence, first-strike force. Com- 
bined with restrictions on missile upgrading, 
including a ban on terminal guidance, such 
an agreement could assure the stability of 
the nuclear balance for a very long time. 

Tt will take an act of political courage on 
the part both the Carter and Brezhnev ad- 
ministrations to. overrule military leaders 
and negotiate an agreement of this kind, 
which would require suspension of ongoing 


missile programs.’ But if the political will — 


is there, the Soviet development of a sut- 
cessful submarine-launched MIRV missile 
now makes this evolution concelvable.

Erroll Garner, Jazz Pianist, 


Achieved an Inimitable Style

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 3.—Erroll 
Louis Garner, 53, who became 
one of the greats of jazz piano 
without forma) training and 
achieved fame as ἃ composer 
without being able to read music, 
died yesterday in an ambulance 
on the way to a medica] center. 

Mr. Garner hed been released 
from 2 hospital ‘Wednesday after 
almost two years of intermittent 


. illness. Death was attributed to 


emphysema. 

He began playing piano with 
Pittsburgh groups in 1937. and 
went to New York City in 1944, 
where he began a series of en- 
fagements at 53d Street clubs, 
‘working with bassist Slarn Stewart 
before forming 2 trio of his own. 

Mr. Garner was an immediate 
sensation, achieving recosnition 
through a style that owed little 
or nothing to anyone who had 
preceded him. He concentrated 
Mainly on standard popular mel- 
odies, to which he applied varia- 
tions that were rich in harmonic 
Invention, coupled with a guitar- 
like strumming of chords with 
the left hand 


Because he could neither read 


Yausic nor remember the chords - 


used, Mr. Garner was uoted for 
rarely playing a tune the same 
way twice. 

“After I've finished with a 
aong,” he once said. “I forget it. 
If they want me to play it over 
again im the same way, I listen to 
4% on ἃ juke box and memorize it.” 


Recorded ‘Misty’ 


His best known composition, 
“Misty.” first recorded by Mr. 
Garner in 1956 with Mitch Miller 
and his orchestra, was later 
Matched with words by Johnny 
Burke and became a hit for John- 
ny Mathis, Sarah Vaughan and 
many others. 

He made his first European tour 
fm 1957 and, the following year, 
became the first jazz artist to be 
booked by impresario Sol Hurok. 

In 1963, Mr. Garner completed 
his first film score. composing 
four themes for “A New Kind of 
Love.” During the next decade, 
he stepped up his concert sched- 
ule around the world. He continu- 
ed touring and recording regular- 
ly until 1975, when he had 2 
severe case of pneumonia. 

He was an innovator classed 
among only ἃ handful of pianists 
such as Earl Hines, Fats Waller 
and Art Tatum, His accomplish- 
ments earned him dozens of 
honors, among them the Esquire 


New Star Award in 1946 and first 
Place In many annual polls con- 
ducted by magazines here and in 
Europe.

Barry Hansen, 93, vice-president 
of Hastings House Publishing Co., 
former literary critic for the New 
York World-Telegram and editor 
of The World Almanac, died here 
yesterday after a stroke.

Australian Uranium Starts 
Trickling Toward Consumers 
By Peter Costigan : 


CANBERRA, Jan. 3 (WP!.— 
Australia has a New Year's gift 
for the world—the first ship- 
ments of its uranium for foreign 
nuclear power plants. : 

But it is a gift the world is 
getting only after years of debate 
and a national anguish onequal- 
ed since Australians wrestled 
with their consciences in the late 
1960s over the country’s involve- 
ment in the Vietnam war. 

The first shipment Is tiny com- 
pared with the mountains of 
uranium in the bleak Australlan 
Outback. 

Some 130 tons were shipped 
just before Christmas from the 
remote Queensland mine near the 
town of Mary Kathleen to Bris- 
pane, the state's capita] and 
chief port. It was the first train- 
load of uranium out of Mary 
Kathieen since 1963 and {it was 
delared two hours in a way 
Symbolic of the problems sur- 
rounding the Australian uranium 
industry. 

The uranium was put in four 
cars marked “Danger—Radioac- 
tive” and attached without an- 
souncement to the back of a 
regular freight train. 

‘Train Halted 

But before the slow train had 
twaveted 50 miles of its 1,200-mile 
journey, ἃ dozen protesters stood 
on the tracks and stopped the 
train. Twice more on the jour- 
ney, other groups managed to 
stop and hold up the train until 
Queensiand police removed them. 

“We have achieved our objec- 
tive.” 2 protester said. “We have 
drawn public attention to this 
conspiracy to shift uranium out 
‘of the country by stealth.” 

The first batch of Australian 
uranium is due to sail early this 
year for the Hamburg electricity 
works. Tf the Conservative gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Mal- 


thelr way, it will be the beginning 
of a huge new world trade in 
Australian uranium. 

Australia has more uranium 
reserves than any other country 
in the non-Communtist world. 
Proven reserves of more than 
half a miltion tons is about 30 
per cent of the world’s known 
reserves. Τὸ is worth some $50 
billion at current prices. 

Contracts Signed 

Most of it was discovered in 
the late 1960s in six major min- 
ing areas. By 1972, Australia had 
signed flrm contracts with util- 
ities and government agencies in 
the United States, Japan and 
West Germany for 9,050 tons of 
uranium, with deliveries to begin 
this year. 

But in December. 1972, the 
Labor gevernment of current 
Australian opposition leader 
Gough Whitlam won power after 
23 rears of Conservative rule 

Although Mr. Whitlam himself 
has never been a strong critic of 


uranium mining, several of his 
ministers were, and the whole 
subject was complicated by an- 
other issue. The major uranium 
deposits were in the far north- 
west of Australia’s Northern Ter- 
Titory. It is an area known to 
Anglo-Saxon Australians as Arn- 
bem Land, but to the black 
Australians it is “Dreamtime,” 
the most sacred of the ancient 
tribal lands. 


Set Up Inquiry 

Mr, Whitlam decided that the 
question of aboriginal rights over 
their tribal lands had to be set- 
tled first and arrangements made 
for the tribes to get a fair share 
of the potentially enormous prof- 
its from the uranium mines. He 
set up ἃ judicial inquiry in 1974 
to determine when and under 
what conditions uranium mining 
could start in the Dreamtime. 

Before the inquiry had reported 
its results, Mr. Whitlam was out 
of office, defeated by Mr. Fraser 
in parliamentary elections last 
December. 

Mr. Fraser and his new min- 
ister for natural resources, Doug 
Anthony, both strongly favor al- 
Jowing the uranium to be mined 
and sold to selected foreign coun- 
tries. But the anti-uranium move- 
ment, led by the Australian Con- 
servation Society and the coun- 
try's powerful leftist trade unions, 
had created enough public con- 
cern over the issue to make Mr. 
Praser proceed cautiously. 

He said he would wait for the 
inquiry’s report, which was issued 
In November. The report gave 
cautious approval to uranium 
mining and export but left for 
2 more detailed report—due next

Just before Christmas, Mr. 
Fraser announced that the Mary

Preventive Medicine for Cheese

pers (HT)—Jean Keilling, 
hhonerary professor at the 
French Institut National d’Agro- 
nomie, is a troubleshooter for 
cheese diseases. Or, 85 he likes 
to put it, he is a doctor for sick 
cheese. 

“When Im called in for con- 
sultetion, I make a diagnosis 
and give prescriptions.” he said.

Signs of U.S. Upturn

NEW YORK, Jan. 3 (NYT).— 
Business prospects for the new 
year look brighter than they did 
two months ago, and economic 
Signs indicate 2 significant rate 
of improvement that will be felt 
toward midyear, Elwood Andrews, 
® leading spokesman for the na- 
tion’s purehasing agents, said 
over the weekend. “ 

Mr, Andrews, chairman of the 
business survey committee of the 
National Association of Purchas- 
ing Management, said that his 
latest findings, gleaned in a sur- 
vey of 250 members of the as- 
sociation, chow that despite a 
lackluster finish to 1976 “there 
are scattered signs that fresher 
breezes are about to blow. if 
indeed they haven't already 
started.” 

One straw in the wind, ac- 
cording to Mr. Andrews, is the 
indication that, although produc- 
tion has leveled off, new orders 
are actually on the rise. An 


“uptick in the rate of increase, 


he said, is bolstered by improved 
figures on inventories, empioy- 
ment and forward orders. 
Spending a Key Factor 
“The key factor in the rate 
of upturn,” he said, “Hes in new 
capital expenditures for increas- 
ing the nation's industrial base, 
which in turn will determine how 
many really new jobs are created. 
“If there is to be ‘a tax cut, 
say in the range of $15 billion 
to $20 billion, where will it be 
directed?” he asked rhetorically. 
“One of the most plausible moves 
would be an increase in business 
tax credit which would encourage 
new capital investment. The in- 
vestment tax credit now stands 
at about 10 per cent, and we 
might take a look at Japan's, 
which is around 17 per cent.” 
“We have never had an im- 
provement in growth,” he added, 
“without a substantial rise in 
capital expenditures.” 
In October, about one quarter 
of the association's members 


_ Surveyed were cutting their raw 


material inventories, and by 
November one third were reduc- 
ing stocks. In December, those 
reducing inventories fell again to 
the 25-per-cent figure. Mr, An- 
drews concluded that the con- 
servative inventory policy should 
bode well for business improve- 
ment in 1977. 

The survey, based on interviews 
with the group's members, shows 
an increasing number of man- 
agers planning additions to in- 
ventorles in January while the 


number of those considering 
turther cuts is declining. 

Prices closed out 1976 on a 
firmer note, he said, But the 
tendency now is toward higher 
Prices, with 55 per cent reporting 
materiel costs higher than in 
November.
